Locally- assessed property 
values in California jumped 
$3.6 billion this year, up 9.6 
per cent, the greatest per¬ 
centage gain in a decade. 
Southern California Member 
of the State Board of Equali¬ 
zation Richard Nevlns re¬ 
ported recently. 

In Los Angeles County, 
the a.ssessor’s values for the 
tax roll rose 7.72 per cent 
over 1966 to $15,533,446. 
Statewide, the total reached 
$41.5 billion. 

The percentage gains 
varied from zero in Sacra¬ 
mento County to 40 per cent 
in Lake County. 

Nevins said “The state¬ 
wide increase of 9.6 per cent 
this year is a full percent¬ 
age point above the gain 
from 1965-66 and the largest 
increase since 1957 assess¬ 
ments. Much of this can be 
attributed to assessors striv¬ 
ing for greater uniformity in 
applying market values to 
different types of proper¬ 
ties." 

San Francisco’s 26-point 
increase led the 10 major 
urban counties, but Los An¬ 
geles County, with 40 per 
cent of all taxable property 
in the state, added more 
than $1 billion in assessed 
value.

A great many maudlin words have been voiced in 
defense of antiwar demonstrations and the immature 
draft card burners. It is the inherent right of dissent 
against government, goes the plea. 

That it is an abuse of dissent which, were the Vietnam 
mess a declared war, would be considered treason, is 
conveniently overlooked. That it is to a very large extent 
a very transparent, insincere dissent, is all too obvious. 

This point was made sharply by the Navy’s fleet com¬ 
mander for Vietnam the other day in a talk before the 
Commonwealth Club of California in San Francisco. Ques¬ 
tioning whether these far-out dissenters really deserve 
“the great privilege of being an American citizen,” because 
of the aid and comfort they give to the enemy. Admiral 
Roy Lee Johnson added the coup de grace: 

“I have never heard about anybody burning his social 
security card.”
